Flames Discovered ¥riday in the
Diamond Velin at the Cayuga—8till
Burning, but Under Control—Acci-
dontally Started by Timbermen, It
Is Supposed—District President
Nicholls Makes a Statement Which
Brings Emphatic Denials from the
Company Superintendents.

To add to Ite other Incldentul strike
AiMeulties, the Delaware, Lackawanna
and Western company has a mine fire
to contend with.

Friday morning when Fire Boss Hen-
ry Hitchings, of the Cayuga colllery,
wue making his rounds he discovered
a flerce blaze In the Dinmond vein. He
gathered a gang of fire fighters with all
haste and began to glve battle to the
flames, 'The fire had galned consider-
able headway and It wus not until yes-
terday that they began to get the upper
hand of It. Last night it was reported
thut the flames were well under control
and would probubly be extinguished In
the vourse of twenty-four hours.

It Is supposed the flames werg acel-
dentally sturted by timbermen  who
wore at work In this portlon of the
mine the day before,

NICHOLLS' STATEMENT.

On Saturday last, District President
Nicholls lssucd the following state-
nient:

The men are
evidently in the employ of the corpora-
tlons and the object i to do through
misrepresentation  and  folschood  what
they are not able te do otherwise, thar
I= to break the =tvike.

We are always ready to give @ corresot
statement of the conditions npon applicn-
tion from the loenl unloms, but will do no
husiness with fnedividuind members, unless

DENIALS MADE,

The conl company superintendents
all deny that any effort is belng made
on the _part of the companiea to get men
to go back to work., BSuperintendent
Rosge of the Delawnre and Hudson,
sald: !

"We are not running after them.
When they want to return to work they
will have to come to us.'

Superintendent Phillips of the Dela-
ware, Lackawanna and Western sald:

“We are nol canvassing for men or
doing anything else towards Inducing,
Individuals to return to work. In fact,
we dare refuslng work to miners dnd
Iaborers every day and not even tik-
Ing the names of those who apply. If
enough of them come to open up u col=
lery, we will put them to work, The
companies are not looking for men. We
are content (o walt untll the men are
tiredd of their ldlences."

The annual distrlet eonvention of the
Mine Workers will open at Nantlcoke
this morning at 10 o‘clock. What, I
anything, will be done outside of dis-
trict routine business Ig not possible of
conjecture, The leaders say there I8
nothing scheduled outside of routine
business, but the chances are that be-

THE COAL TRADE,

The Engineering and Mining Journal
of Saturday sald that "anthracite trade
at all polqls is light. A consliderable
amount of coal released by the rallroads
hus become avalluble and temporurily
atilled the clamor about the use of bhit-
uminous at New York ceity. Hetallers
everywhere report demand small, partly
owing to this being the season of light
consumption and partly owing to the
current reports of exorbitant prices,
which further restricy the use of an-
thracite for domestle purposes, Trade
in the northwest s very light Indeed.
In Chicago territory the market con-
tinues quiet. No coal I8 arriving and
those dealers: who have supplles—and
the total tonnage in storage is consid-
erable—are not seeking business, In-
quirieg from out of town points are
increasing. .

“Along the lower lakes the situation
shows little change. Large concerns at
Buffalo are reported as disposing of
what coul they sell at the regular prices,
though retall prices are up. Along the
Atlantic scaboard reports of the prob-
able disintegration of the strike before
long are having some effect and the
market is quieter. In elties gas Is used
for domestiec purposcs as never before
and bltuminous for steam production.
At Boston whoelesale trade Is light:
what coal is sold at speculative prices
goes to other points.

“At Philadelphia the demand for do-
mestic purposes continues light, Small
lots of anthracite for steam production
are changing hands at speculative
prices, Stocks In dealers’ hands at
New York harbor points are gradually

growing smaller, Conservative frms
st refuse to take advantage of spec-
ulative prices, The regular July quo-
tatlons for free-burning white ash conl
are:  Broken, $4.05; ogg, stove and
chestnut, $4.20, f. o, b, New York hur-
bor shipping porta.  An  oecasional
cargo of almost any grade or size
changes hands at §7 or $8 per ton,

“The Delnware and Hudson company
on July 1 abandoned its Buffalo office,
turning all Its western trade over to
the Erie, while Ite retall trestles at Buf-
falo will he operated by Willlame &
Petere. These changes simply follow the
close relationa between the Delaware
and Hudson and Erie companies estabs
lished & few years ngo”

OUR COLONIAL COMMERCE,

Bpecial Correspondence of The Tribune,
Washington, July 6.
OMMERCE between  the United
States and its newly acquired ter-
ritory Is growing with remarkabie
rapldity. In 1807, the year preced-
ing that in which Porto Rico, Huwall and
the Phillppines eame under the American
flag—the shipments to those isiands werc,
aecording to the figure of the trepsury
bureau of statistics, $,770,660. In 1801 they
were over $0,00,000 and In the fiscal yeur
just ended they will be, according Lo the
best figyres that the burenu of stutistics
can obtaln, fully £5,000,000. To this may
be added the -estimate of 315.000,000 of
shipments to Alaska In Lthe last year. This
would bring the total sales of American
goods, In the non-contiguous territory of
the United States up to about $30,000,000
in the last fiscal vear agalnst about $20,-
000,000 In that saume terrvitory In 1847,

Consldering the figures in detall, the
bureau of statlstics finds that the exporis
from the United Htates to Porto Rico,
which were, In 1897, $1,088.888, were, in 1400,
40, 440; in 1001, $4,801,917, and as they
were 80,651,000 in the eleven months ending
with May, It Is safe to assume that the
figures for the flscal year will show a
total of over $10,000,000 of shipmeénts to
Porto Rico for the year ending June %0,
12, To Hawall, the exports in the fiscal
yenr 1897 were $,680,0i5; by 1599 they had
reached 39,005,470; In 1890, $13,509,148. Subae-
quent to that time the statistics of ship-
ments to Hawali are based npon estimates
supplied by collectors of customs at Ban
Franclsco and Honolulu and are put at
$20,000,000 as o conservative figure. To the
Philippines the exports in 1507 were $84,3097;
In 1580 they were $404,193; In 1900, $2,640,449;
In 1001, 34,027,064, and In the full fiscal year
1902 will be fully $,000,000, To Alaska the
shipments in 180 were, accordlng to the
best figures that the bureau of statlstics
have been able to obtaln, $3,9:4,000, and
for the calendar year 1901, $13,500,000, and
for the fiscal yvear just ended will prob-
ably be $15.000,000—bringing the total ship-
menteg from the United States to its non-
contiguous territory up to $50,000,000,

On the Import side It may be sald that
the non-contiguous territory of the 'nited
States now supplies $0,000,000 worth (per
annum) of its products for use In tha
United States. In 1887 the imports from
Porto Rico were $181,024; those from
Hawall, $18,667.700; and from the Philip-
pines, $4,088,740, By 1900 the Imports from
Porto Rlco had grown to $£,0/5.048, from
Hawail, $0,507,903, and from the Philip-
pines, §,97L208. In the fiscal year just
ended the merchandise recelved from
Forto Rlco will e in round terms, $7,000,-
00; from the Hawallan islands, $38,000,000;
from the Phllippines, $7,000,000, and from
Alaska about $7.000,000 In flsh, furs and
other products of this character and an
equal amount In gold and sliver, thus
bringing the totil contributions of tha
non-contiguous  tervitory  conslderably
above $50,000,000,

During the same time commerce with
Asin and Cceanla has also Increased with
very great rapidity. espdeially the exports
In 1807 exports to Asla and Oceania were
$61,00T,678: In 1800, $108,804,082, and In the
fiscal year 12, the totul, including ship-
ments to Hawallan Islands, will amount
to about $120,000,000.
